COMMITTEE REPORT 


ANNEXATION ORDINANCE NO. X-7 1-11-09 


After reviewing the Annexation Report^ It is in the opinion of this Committee 
that the area proposed to be annexed by Bill No. X-7 1~11~09 does meet the 
criteria for annexation as follows s 

1. THE AREA PROPOSED FOR ANNEXATION MUST HAVE AT LEAST ONE-EIGHTH (1/8) OR 
12% OF ITS AGGREGATE EXTERNAL BOUNDARIES COINCIDE WITH THE BOUNDARIES OF 
THE ANNEXING CITY; and. 

This area is contiguous to the city on its western boundary for a dis- 
tance of approximately 3,600 feet of its total perimeter length of 
22,950 feet or 15%. 

2. THE AREA PROPOSED FOR ANNEXATION MUST HAVE A UNITY OF INTEREST WITH THE 
MUNICIPALITY; and. 

Since a large percentage of the residents in the area have municipal 
services at the present time, the area does have a unity of interest. 
Also, unity of interest implies persons, and since a larger percentage 
of the persons in the area work, shop and receive most of their re- 
creational activities inside the City of Fort Wayne, a unity of interest 
certainly exists. 

3. THE CITY MUST DESIRE TO ANNEX THE AREA; and. 

If the City Council, being the legislative branch, and the Mayor, being 
the Head of the Administrative Branch, pass and approve the annexation 
ordinance annexing this area, it would certainly indicate that the city 
desires to annex the area. 

4. THE ADVANTAGES TO THE AREA PROPOSED ANNEXATION MUST OUTWEIGH THE DIS- 
ADVANTAGES; and. 

The only disadvantage to the annexation would be from the standpoint of 
taxes. All of the advantages of annexation such as city services re- 
ceived for the increased taxes would outweigh the disadvantages. These 
services would include increased fire protection, which cannot be 
measured in terms of dollars and cents where life and property are in- 
volved, increased street maintenance, street lighting , fire and police 
alarm systems, garbage collections , police service, both emergency as 
well as routine patrols, and various other municipal services that are 
only provided within a municipality . 

5. THE ADVANTAGES TO THE CITY MUST OUTWEIGH THE DISADVANTAGES; and, 

The advantages to the city would outweigh the disadvantages in that the 
city would be continuing to realize a normal, active growth from the 
standpoint that normal development will take place around the city, 
whether the city wants it or not. The only complications that might 
arise are when the areas around the city either incorporate as separate 
communities or maintain an Independent status and thereby prohibit the 
natural growth and expansion of the city proper. 
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6. THE DEFICIT OF INCOME AGAINST EXPENSE TO THE CITY MUST NOT BE UNREASONABLE 
and , 

Since the net annual income to the city would be approximately $135,007 
per year, and since this net income would finance some needed capital 
improvements in the area, the deficit of income against expense to the 
city would not be unreasonable, 

7. THE CITY HAS DEVELOPED A FISCAL PLAN TO FURNISH THE TERRITORY WITHIN A 
PERIOD OF THREE (3) YEARS', GOVERNMENTAL AND PROPRIETARY SERVICES; and, 

At the present time, a large percentage of this area is either being 
served by city water or city sewer. Other city services, such as police 
and fire protection, road maintenance, garbage collection, etc,, would 
commence upon annexation, 

8. THAT THE RESIDENT POPULATION IS EQUAL TO AT LEAST THREE (3) PERSONS PER 
ACRE, OR THAT THE LAND IS ZONED FOR COMMERCIAL, BUSINESS OR INDUSTRIAL 
USES, OR THAT SIXTY PERCENT (60%) OF THE LAND IS SUBDIVIDED . 

Since the present population of the area is approximately 2,778 persons, 
this would exceed the three (3) persons per acre set forth on the 628,8 
acre annexation. 

Based upon the above reasoning, it is the recommendation of this Committee 
that the area proposed for annexation by Bill No, X-7 1-11-09 does meet the 
criteria for annexation and, therefore, should he returned to the Common 
Council with the recommendation that it DO PASS, It is further recommended 
that this ordinance he enacted so as to become effective on January 1, 1973,

URBAN SERVICES : 

EXISTING MD TO BE SUPPLIED: 

WATER : 

The following report was submitted by H. A. (Gus) Keiby, Qiief Water Engineer. 

We have examined the area under consideration for annexation, referred to above, 
and find that all of the presently platted areas are now served with City Water, 
except Kercheval Park Addition, Sections I and II. 

The addition mentioned above, we understand, is served with water from Diversified 
or Puritan Utility, a private water conpany. 
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The remaining mdeveloped areas within the overall annexation contenplation 
can be served with City Water in accordance with our main extension policy which 
will include a 16" feeder main along Maysville Road, from its present end near 
Lahehurst Drive, eastward to Lake Forest Drive, the latter feeder main estimated 
at this time to cost sons $120 ,000 .00, This main would be installed at sudi 
time in the future as demand in the area requires . 


SEWERS : 

The following report was submitted by Ron Bonar, Chief Water Pollution Control 
Engineer. 

The City is presently serving ifonardi Park, Lofton Woods, Valley Park Forest, 
Georgetovm Square and apartments, and Lake Forest Extended. 

Diversified Utilities are serving Lake Forest Addition, Section I throu^i V, 
where ever we have an interconnection into tiieir system east of tJie subject area, 
and therefore have the ability to receive the sewage from this area indirectly. 
Storm drainage is accomplished through a series of storm sewers in Monarch Park, 
Lofton i‘/oods , Valley Park Forest, and Lake Forest, including comty drain, knowri 
as Walke Ditch. 

In summary, the City of Fort Wayne would have no difficulty in providing sanitary 
sewer service to any un-sewered areas. Further storm sei'^ers could be provided 
through construction of new lines. 


STREETS AND ROADS : 

The following report v^as submitted by Keniretli N. Traylor, Street Engineer. 

The condition of the streets within the proposed annexation area. 

1. All streets within the annexation area are in good or excellent condition 
with the exception of Grandure Drive, which was graded as to be fair to 
bad condition. It has been inproved to City standards and sidewalks 
have been installed. 

2. Tlie otlier street not constructed to City standards is Georgetown Lane, 
which has been constructed 20 feet in width with shoulders and side ditch. 
Condition of Georgetown Lane is termed good. 


STPEET AND ROAD MAINTENANCE : 

The average cost to provide this service is $1,500.00 per mile. This area 
contains approximately 7.5 miles of county roads with an annual maintenance cost 
of $11,250.00. 
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POLICE PROTECTION : 

On the basis o£ estiinated cost per persaij it would cost approximately $34j,725.00 
to provide service to this area. 


FIRE PROTECTION : 

The cost of this seivice, based on estimated cost per square mile, would be 
approximately $33,000.00, wlaen the area is fully developed. 


FIRE ALARM BOXES : 

This area would require approximately ten (10) fire alarm boxes at an estiinated 
cost to the City of $5,000,00 for tlie installation. Each alarm box would have 
an annual maintenance cost of $50,00 to the City. 


STI^ET LIQiTING : 

City Light presently serves the western fringe of this area. If the residents 
of this area petition the Board of Works to install street lighting, approximately 
107 lights would be needed to light the area at a cost of approximately $25,000.00 
installation cost, plus $5,350,00 per year for energy and maintenance. 


GARBAGE COLLF,CTION : 

Under the terns of the present contract, the cost for gaibage collection in this 
area would be $8,970.50 per year. This figure is based on 609 dwelling units in 
the area at a cost of $14,73 per unit. 


SCHOOLS : 

Approximately the south 162 acres of this area are in the East Allen County School 
System, with the remainder being under the jurisdiction of Fort Wayne Comnunity 
Schools, But since school boundaries are not affected by municipal bomdaries, 
there shall be no change in this respect. 

ABIINISTRATR'E COSTS : 

Included in this category are several departments of the municipality which 
provides various services, not ireasurable in terns of dollars and cents. 

Exanples are ; 

City Park Board, Traffic Engineering, Civil Defense, Fiuman Relations Commission, 
Building Department, Urban Renewal, Board of Health, Planning, and Humane Shelter, 
not to irention sohb of the smaller departments, such as the Traffic Sign Shop, 

The cost of these departments as relates to area proposed to be annexed is 
difficult to determine since tlie services provided by tliese departnrents are of 
a more general city-wide nature, rather than a more specific service in a 
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particular area such as water, sewer, fire, police, etc. Consequently, no 
estimte is given as to the cost of these departments in providing services to 
this area. Hcwever, all of these services would be available iMisdiately to 
the area ipon annexation to the City. In fact, some of the services are probably 
already being utilized by the residents of this area, even thou^ they are outside 
of the Coiporate Limits. 

Also, tliere are other municipal administrative cost which cannot be directly 
related to the size or demand of an area. These costs include such things as 
the Mayor's Office, City Council, Attorney's Office, City Clerk, Board of 
Pi±)lic Works , and City Controller.
